But y o n take any greatly natio nally o r inter­ 
natio nally adv ertised pro duct and do away with 
that part o f the custo m that is due to adv er­ 
tising, and the co st o f the article to tho se who 
purchase it, wo uld in many cases be tripled 
o r quadrupled. The auto mo bile is an instance. 
There is scarcely a machine o f the mo re ex pen­ 
siv e kind but what, if it were purchased in 
three o r fo ur times the number, the price co uld 
be cut almo st in half, after preparatio ns had 
been made to to pro duce them.

RUGGED INDIVIDUALISM 


Rugged individualism has been 
the glory of the American people 
—until now. 
But something has happened to 
individualism. 
Individualism is important only 
in terms of what it does to and 
for the Individual. 
There is nothing sacred In a 
name. 
If rugged individualiam result* 
In ragged individuals, it may be 
time to reconsider the concept of 
rugged individualism. 
Th* fact is that th# old In­ 
dividualism we have long boasted 
was a superb pioneer virtue that 
has, in many ways, become a vice 
in this relative maturity of the 
complicated technical ag*. 
But individualism is still a word 
that ha* magic in it, q uite apart 
from what It may actually mean 
to the millions. 
Individualism! 
Competition! 
These are words that still bring 
rounds of ringing applause from 
the uncritical crowd. 
Now, no sensible man wants to 
see monopoly given a free rein. 
A democracy is dumb that can­ 


not and will not prevent an un­ 
controlled monopoly from gaining 
sovereignty in the land. 
But today the United States Is 
suffering far more from uncon­ 
trolled competition than it is from 
uncontrolled monopoly. 
It is the utter planlessness of 
American 
economic 
development 
that weighs most heavily upon 
us. 
Idealistic individualism has us 
drugged, so that our critical fac­ 
ulties are dulled. 
And yet, where is the political 
leader willing to wage a campaign 
against an obsolete individualism 
that has given us a planless and 
self-defeating economic situation? 
I suggest that as a people we 
should stop think ing about 
in­ 
dividualism so much 
and 
begin 
think ing about the individual more, 
to the end that we may evolve 
political and 
economic 
policies 
that may protect and promote the 
best interests 
of 
the 
Individual 
even lf the policies run counter to 
much of the ancient gospel of 
rugged Individualism. 
Ours must be a planned rather 
than an anarchic future.

E. E. HALE'S BIRTH 
On April I, 1822, Edward Buor- 
eft Hale, famous American author, 
philanthropist and Unitarian cler­ 
gyman, was born In Boston, Maaa. 
Ho graduated from Harvard at 
tha aga of l l and than atudlod 
for tha ministry. 
In 186* ho be­ 
came pastor of th* South Congre­ 
gational Church of Boston and 
took an active Interest in all the 
philanthropic 
movements of his 
city and time. 
In 19 01 ho beearn* 
pastor emeritus of tho church and 
two years 
later 
was appointed 
chaplain of tho United States sen­ 
ate. 
Although he wrote prolifically, 
Hale is best remembered for that 
classic of patriotic fiction, ‘The 
Man Without a Country." 
His 
most influential book 
is 
"Ten 
Times One Is Ten.” 
This book 
led to the formation of Lend-a- 
Hand clubs, King's Daughters and 
many similar charitable organiza­ 
tions.
